Earnest Weaver, national presi- 
dent of ACEW, said the strike was 
being postponed “indefinitely to 
give the members an opportunity 
to ratify the proposal made to us.” 

“We anticipate no difficulty in 
getting ratification,” Weaver said. 
“While we are not satisfied with 
the proposal, a strike is not worth 
while at this time. This is the best 
offer made by any company in 
the Bell system.”

Report of Payments. 

Besides the $25 bribe, he con- 
tinued, the auditor in the St. Louis 
office was reported by the mer- 
chant to have received two other 
payments in return for approving 
payments of a less amount of 
taxes than was due. 

The merchant, Col. Waggoner 
reported, was approached the first 
time by the auditor in connection 
with a return already filed, Point- 
ing out certain deficiencies in the 
return, the auditor was quoted as 
saying: “I can take care of this 
with a little payment.” The mer- 
chant accepted the offer to “fix” 
the return and made additional 
pay-offs on two subsequent re- 
turns, Col. Waggoner said. He de- 
clined to specify the amounts in- 
volved. 

Conclusive Evidence Sought. 

“We are well started in the in- 
vestigation and I believe the fraud 
phase is well in hand and will 
soon be finished, barring unfore-. 
seen developments,” the Highway 
Patrol chief said. 

“If a general audit is decided 
on, to determine what firms have 
been failing to report their sales 
tax, it will require considerably 
more time.” 

He agreed with Morris that the 
tax delinquencies uncovered and 
the payoffs would prove to be 
relatively small although the sales 
volumes involved might run into 
the millions.

BERLIN, Sept. 16 (AP)—The 
Red army patroled blockaded Ber- 
lin borders in force today while 
anti-Communist gave a martyr’s 
funeral to a youth killed in riot- 
ing a week ago. 

United States military police re- 
ported several swift incursions by 
Russian patrols into American 
territory. None caused trouble. 
A Soviet soldier fired a shot over

The German youth, 16 years old, 
was killed in street fighting after 
thousands of ‘protested 
actions of German Communists 
and the Russians at the Branden- 
burg Gate near the Russian zone.

“Victim of Cold War.”

Western Benin police said Rus- 
sian patrol activity was increased 
as a precaution against incidents. 

Earlier, the Russian-controlled 
police said 150 German lads stoned 
three policemen in the Russian 
sector of the blockaded city. 

This was the third stoning of 
eastern sector police in recent

said the three policemen were re- 
turning home from duty when a 
swarm.of youngsters near a “black 
market center” set on them and 
showered them with rocks from 
nearby rubble heaps.

IN ‘HOLY SPIRIT’ DEATH 


Coroner’s Jury Finding in 
Case Where Girl Drowned 
in River. 


RAPIDS, Ont. Sept.} 


PALMER 
16 (AP)—A coroner’s jury refused 
last night to blame any one for 
the “holy spirit” death of Violet 
Gogolin. 

Witnesses testified at the in- 
quest that Violet, 18 years old, 
walked into the Madawaska river 
and drowned Aug. 22 because she 
was impelled to do so by the “holy 
spirit.” : 

“I guess,” her father told the 
five-man jury, “it was pleasing to 
God that way.” 

The witnesses said the girl’s 
death occurred at the height of a 
— family religious serv- 


Violet’s sister, Viola, 23, recount- 
ed how she saw ther sister die in 
the moonlight. She testified: 

“Violet said, ‘faith is the vic- 
tory. She was praising God. I 
was praising the Lord. Then she 
walked into the water until it 
Pretty well covered her head.” 

There was no struggle, Viola 
said, and Violet did not call for 
help. Viola said she went for a 
boat to help her sister, “but I was 
pushed back by the spirit.” 

Other members of Violet's fam- 
fly sat in the meeting house with 
Bibles clutched tight to their 
chests. Her father, Henry Gogo- 
lin, told the jury he believes the 
“holy spirit led” Violet to her 
death. 

The jury gave a verdict of death 
by drowning. No one, the five 
jurors said, was to blame. 


KILLS WIFE DESPITE 
VETERAN’S 2-HOUR 
PLEA TO SAVE HER 


RENO, Nev., Sept. 16 (AP)—A 
woman gambling club cashier was 
shot to death early yesterday aft- 
er an Army purple heart veteran 

leaded in vain with with her hus- 

nd for two hours. 

The victim was Margaret Tarr, 
34 years old, a cashier at Harold’s 
Club. She was shot three times in 
the heck and head with a .22-cali- 
ber pistol. 

Detective Sergeant James Morse- 
berger said Theodore William 
Gregory, 43, a barber, admitted the 
shooting in a signed statement. 
Morseberger quoted Gregory as 
saying that he and the woman had 
been married for two years and he 
was “tired of her going around 
with other men.” 

Darrell Birch, 28, a floor boss at 
Harold’s Club, said he took the 
woman after work to an address 
she gave him; there Gregory ap- 
peared and ordered the car driven 
out on a lonely road. Birch, 
wounded three times in the war, 
said the shooting climaxed two 
hours of entreaties. 

Gregory was charged with mur-

B-29S SUPER POWER 


Potential Destructive Capacity 
Greater Than U.S. Force’s 
in War, He Asserts. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16 (UP) — 
Gen. Carl Spuatz, former Air 
Force chief, says the United States 
has a potential atomic bombing 
force in Europe equivalent to a 
super-fleet of 79,200 Flying For- 
tresses carrying conventional ex- 
plosives. 

Writing in Newsweek Magazine, 
Spaatz said that if the 90 B-29 
Super-Fortresses in Europe were 
loaded with atomic bombs they 
would have a destructive power 
14 times greater than the United 
States Air Force in Europe at the 
peak of World War II. 


one B-29 on Hiroshima inflicted 
damage so great it would have re- 
quired 220 B-29s carrying TNT 
bombs to accomplish the same re- 
sult, Spaatz wrote. Pointing out 
that the B-29 has a bomb-carrying 
capacity four times that of the 
'B-17, he said 90> atomic loaded 
B-29s. therefore, would be equal 
to more than 79,000 Flying For- 
tresses carrying TNT bombs..

WEDEN’S comfortable, protected method of life—The Middle 


Way—is in danger. 


All is not so gay and bright as it would 


“ appear on the surface in this lovely, sparkling country. The 
Middle Way, in the present state of affairs here, can lead the Swedes 
straight to a precipice of disillusionment and hard times. 


Unless the Government buckles 
down to realities and adopts a 
more courageous attitude, Swed- 
ish complacency seems headed for 
a bitter shock. The average 


Swede hardly realizes the desper- 
ate plight in which this country 
finds itself three years after the 
War. 

He doesn’t know that all the 
figns indicate that he is bound 
for a painful tumble from his 
comfortable perch high above war- 
torn Europe. He doesn’t know 
that Sweden is desperately short 
of dollars and other foreign ex- 
change, that trade import restric- 
tions must be drastically tightened 
still more, that increased ration- 

g and controls threaten his 
standard of living. 

Political expediency is prevent- 
ing the Swedes from knowing the 
full facts about the dangerous 
state of the Swedish economy and 
a monetary position that has 
fallen to a basic minimum in 
working balance. 

Election on Sunday. 

The reason for this politica] ex- 
pediency is simple enough: 

On Sept. 19, next Sunday, a gen- 
eral election is being held for the 
230 seats in the lower chamber of 
the Riksdag, the Parliament. 

Naturally, the Social Democrats, 
in control of the Government, are 
not exposing any more of the 
country’s economic plight than 
they can possibly help. Instead, 
they talk brightly about the many 
benefits they have given the peo- 
. and these benefits are impres- 
sive. 

But they brush aside, ignore, or 
rationalize, the mistakes in judg- 
ment and tactics which have led 
Sweden into its present situation 
which can get infinitely worse un- 
less something is done quickly.

In consequence, the postwar

The average worker, as of to- 
day, is earning 75 per cent more 
than in 1939; but, on the whole, 
the cost of living is only 150 points 
as compared with a 1939 index of 
100 while over-all production has 
risen very little. 

The disparity is obvious. 
its consequences. 

The excessive buying power cut 
so heavily into internal produc- 
tion that output originally ear- 
marked for export actually went 
into home consumption, with re- 
sultant shortages in foreign ex- 
change.

The 
Sweden I knew has changed amaz- 
ingly. 

Friends Are Worried. 

Some of the zest and the sparkle 
has gone.

The complacency fos- 
tered by an enviable super-civili- 
gation and 134 years of neutrality 
has been replaced by tenseness 
and uneasiness. 

It is not difficult to see why 
Sweden has got itself into such a 
potentially dangerous plight, but 
it must be made clear that part 
of the trouble is the overlap of a 
distorted international situation. 

‘One key to Sweden's position

“economic cannibalism.”

James D. Zellerbach, wood pulp 
industrialist from San Francisco, 
Calif., has ripped into the Italian 
political situation right, left and 
center and is looking for anyone 
else with his head showing. 

Zellerbach is a little man until 
he gets started. Then he is hell 
on wheels. He has made two 
speeches which have chilled the 
Italians to the core. He has told 
them they are doing a poor job of 
rehabilitating themselves. He has 
reminded them that they were 
the world’s best Fascists a few 
years ago and that they had bet- 
ter start doing something now. 

Views on Agriculture. 

At Bari, Zellerbach informed the 
Italians that their agricultural 
production was still 20 per cent 
under that of prewar days and 
that the United States was not go- 
ing to feed a country that was too 
lazy to get out and work to feed 
itself, 

Zellerbach has said all of. the 
wrong things at the right time. 
He has the Italians worried. 

The left-wing press says that 
the United States is ready to 
withdraw Marshall aid unless 
somebody goes. to work. The 
right-wing press is even more 
worried. It is concerned over 
Zellerbach’s statements about 
commercial interest rates which 
range from 9 to 12 per cent. Zel- 
lerbach says that this throttles 
local loans, makes business ex- 
pansion impossible and puts the 
heat on the Americans to ship 
more free stuff to feed, clothe, 
house and pamper the Italians. 

Zellerbach has become such a 
terror that the American Embassy 
here trembles every time he is 
scheduled to make a speech. 

Zellerbach says it is about time 
the Italians were cut off the free 
list or else begin to look at things 
the way Americans do. 

Expects Sound Credits. 

“T am confident,” said Zeller- 
bach in his Bari speech, “that the

Ethiopian Emperor Still Fears Future Ag- 
gression by Italy—In Interview, He Also 
Expressed Disappointment at ‘Absolute 
Minimum’ Help From America.

MPEROR HAILE SELASSIE, for lack of better alternative, is 
relying on “the sense of justice of the great pawers” to dispose 
of Italy’s former African colonies in a manner acceptable to 


Ethiopia. He is profoundly disturbed by the slow pace of his country’s 
recovery since the war, and feels that American assistance to Ethicpia 
has been held “to an absolute minimum.” 


In the course of a 40-minute 
interview, His Majesty expressed 
to me the opinion that the same 
undeclared war which has pro- 
duced the Berlin crisis is also 
likely to prevent an early discus- 
sion of Italy’s colonies in the 
United Nations. 

I gained the impression, never- 
theless, that the Emperor believes 
that Ethiopia will have a better 
chance of winning its case in the 
open forum of the United Nations 
General Assembly than it had in 
the closed meetings of the foreign 
ministers’ conferences in London 
and Paris. 


Commenting on the foreign mis- 
sions in Ethiopia, Haile Selassie 
said, “In general, they have been 
helpful.” 

“Still more missions will be 
needed in future,” he continued, 
“although I hope eventually to re- 
place them, especially in the fields 
of education and finance, with 
young Ethiopians now studying 
abroad. 

“T shall always remember with 
gratitude American refusal to 
recognize the Italian occupation,” 
Haile Selassie said, “but when I 
compare what you have done here 
with what you have done in other 
countries since the war, I cannot 
help feeling that you have limited 
your assistance to Ethiopia to an 
absolute minimum.” 


Regrets Company’s Decision. 


The Emperor said he specifi- 
cally regretted the decision of the 
Edward R. Stettinius Associates 
not to carry out their proposed 
development scheme in Ethiopia. 

During the Cairo conferencg of 
1943, Haile Selassie explained, he 
had urged Stettinius to investi- 
gate the feasibility of establishing 
a joint American-Ethiopian com- 
pany for the canning of meat for 
export. He had also suggested, he 
said, the establishment of another 
joint company for the large scale 
production and fabrication of 
Ethiopian cotton. The Stettinius 
Associates, however, apparently 
decided, after investigating con- 
ditions here, that Ethiopia is a 
poor risk for American capital in- 
vestment — a decision which has 
hurt the Emperor deeply. 

Haile Selassie received me in 
his office on the second floor of

The Empé@ror was wearing a 
military turfic of American “pink” 
material with four rows of deco- 
rations on his chest. Although he 
had recently celebrated his 56th 
birthday, there was hardly a gray ~ 
hair in either his head or his 
beard. 

The Emperor speaks excellent 
French and good English, but he 
chose to answer my questions in 
Amharic. His dignified secretary, 
Tafari Worqg, was our interpreter. 

Clasping and reclasping his deli- 
cate hands, one of which bore a 
large gold imperial signet ring, 
His “Majesty restated Ethiopia's 
views on Italy’s colonies in care- 
fully chosen words.

Critics of the Slum Program 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The proposa] for a $16,000,000 bond 
issue for mid-city slum clearance, re- 

tation and low-rent housing nat- 
urally had its critics; both individuals 
and organized groups. Objections 
stemmed largely from confusion. Peo- 
Ple now living in the area were an- 
tagonistic, feeling that they would be 
turned out with no place to go. 

Two meetings~were held last week 
which should weld us together into an 
effective instrument for the bond issue. 
Mayor Kaufmann, James L. Ford Jr., 
Richmond Coburn and George C. Smith 
deserve commendation. Their state- 
ments were factual and convincing and 
should dissipate any reasonable confu- 
sion. These men not only made state- 
ments, they made pledges. 

The bond issue wil] not be a push-over. 
There is a smal] but persistent group 
which threatens its passage. The Mayor 
made it clear that: “No assurances, 
guarantees or pledges will satisfy those 
elements which live by fostering unrest 
and discontent.” 

There has been some demand for a 
complete and detailed plan indicating 
how and when every dollar is to be 
spent and exactly how the work will 
proceed. This is unnecessary and im- 
possible. The plan will change to meet 
conditions. What is important is that 
every dollar be spent to advantage. 

It will take years to complete the plan 
and under the proposed revolving fund 
it is possible that other areas may be 
included. The ordinance itself is a 
combination of good business and vi- 
gion. It does not sacrifice good sense 
to rigidity. 

Now is the time for all forward-look- 
ing citizens to gird themselves for the 
campaign. We may be certain that the 
epponents will not sleep at the switch.

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Enemies of Science 


In the name of national security, politicians 
are hounding scientists. This led President Tru- 
man to tell the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science that the “atmosphere” 
of the Thomas committee is “un-American .. . 
the climate of a totalitarian country in which 
scientists are expected to change their theories 
to match changes in the police state’s prppa- 
ganda line.” 

Eight distinguished scientists, including Presi- 
dent Karl Compton of M. I. T. and Harold 
Urey of the University of Chicago, used some of 
the same words in a statement last week. They 
approved “reasonable steps to prevent espio- 
nage,” but objected to the Thomas committee’s 
“smear” tactics, and brought in the devastating 
point that less than 10 of 150 high-ranking war- 
time atomic researchers are Government em- 
ployes today. 7 

On the heels of the speech, one of the eight, 
Philip M. Morse of M. I. T., issued a blast at the 
committee and quit the directorship of the 
Atomic Energy Commission’s Brookhaven Lab- 
oratory. The committee earlier this year gave 
an unjustified black eye to Edward U. Condon, 
director of the National Bureau of Standards. 
It is currently interested in Martin D. Kamen of 
Washington University, who has an expression 
of high confidence from Chancellor Arthur 
Compton, a first-rank scientist himself. 

Fear and smear have driven many scientists 
from federal service and deterred others from 
coming in. Worse, they are undermining the 
“pure” research on which every weapon and 
every other technical gain of the future de- 
pend. Therefore, giving the Thomas committee 
the most charitable interpretation of its motives, 
the fact remains that it is behaving as an enemy 
of science, hence as an unwitting saboteur of 
the national interest. 

Nevertheless, Mr. Truman is in a poor position 
to make the indictment, for his own executive 
agencies are hunting, hounding and thought- 
policing scientists, punishing them for unknown 
acts without so much as a chance to hear the 
evidence or face their accusers. 

These are strong words but independent in- 
vestigators like Stephen White of the Herald 
Tribune-Post-Dispatch service show they are not 
too strong. Many of the victims fear that any 
publicity will heighten their embarrassment 
without improving their chances to dismiss the 
sturs from their reputations. Nevertheless, the 
Federation of American Scientists has already 
received reports of mistreatment from 76 per- 
sons, including the following: 


A physiologist sold his home to take an 
Army research job with the approval of 
Military Intelligence, but two months later 
was asked to resign as a “security risk.” - 
He refused and was suspended, to be rein- 
stated five months later with back pay and 
an apology from the Secretary of the Army. 
Then he quit, and no one can blame him. 

Two physicists, husband and wife, took 
jobs with the Atomic Energy Commission, 
learning only on their moving day that se- 
curity “clearances” had not come through. 
They still do not know what is wrong but 
have lost half a year’s salary and are still 
under only provisional approval. 

A biologist did important secret work for 
the Army and Navy in the war but the 
Army soon fired him from his postwar job 
as a bad risk. The mess officer threatened to 
throw his possessions in the street if he did 
not leave the post in a matter of hours. The 
intelligence officer refused to state the 
charges and “blew up because I recorded 
his statements in a notebook.” Neither the 
Civil Service Commission nor Pentagon of- 
ficers would disclose the charges. After five 
months of unemployment he got a job not 
subject to the rule of secrecy, but the Army 
tried to give him a black mark with his 
new employer. “It appears,” he writes, “that 
the Army proposes to hound me out of any 
position I may succeed in obtaining.” 

The victims of such embarrassment are many, 
yet Mr. Truman can tell the A. A. A.S.: “All 
Americans have a solemn obligation to avoid 
those methods and procedures which are imped- 
ing scientific research.” Why doesn’t he enforce 
this obligation in the executive branch, where 
Ahe Thomas committee cannot stop him? Why 
-does he let bureaucrats and brass hats play the 
committee’s own kind of game with even 


damaging effects? | : 
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The atomic bomb, according to a decision 
under appeal from a federal district court, is 
not an article in interstate commerce.

Mumbojumbo, Missouri Style 

American party platforms have a way of 
being sad and sorry political catch-alls. That 
is what the so-called practical politicians want 
them to be. 

Social, economic and political issues, no mat- 
ter how pressing, are reduced to vague generali- 
ties which veil and fog the differences of opinion 
which alone justify parties. _ 

In Missouri, this hocus-pocus goes even fur- 
ther than the parties carry it nationally.

sworn statements by certified publie accountants 
that opticians have not given rebates” is one of 
the corrective measures that organization has 
decided on.

MVA and Water Conflicts 

In considering how much better an MVA 
would be than the present patchwork develop- 
ment of the Missouri Valley, a University of 
Chicago political scientist has one reservation. 

Charles M. Hardin told the American Farm 
Economic Association at Green Lake, Wis., that 
there are “serious political conflicts over use 
of water” and that “it would be foolish to be- 
lieve that by some great administrative stroke, 
such as establishment of MVA, the conflicts 
would be resolved.” Though he is “tempted... to 
advocate establishment of a Missouri Valley Au- 
thority” he cites this point as one that gives 
him pause. 

Everything Mr. Hardin says about conflicts 
over uses of water is true. But if he will con- 
sider it further, we believe he will reach a con- 
clusion as to which of the two ways under con- 
sideration would be more conducive to fair 
and wise settlement of the conflicts. 

Under the present program, known as Pick- 
Sloan after the two engineers who chiefly de- 
signed it, authority is divided between the 
Army Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau. 
The former are by law, by long habit and by 
turn of mind partial to the use of water for 
navigation. The latter is similarly partial to 
using water for irrigation. These two uses 
conflict in the Missouri Valley and they con- 
flict so sharply that irrigation is asking in effect 
for most of the water and navigation is in effect 
asking for all of it. ; 

Can two agenciés, each bound by a legal, 
habitual and personal prejudice, best réach an 
equitable solution of this conflict? That is what 
is being attempted now, in so'far as it is being 
attempted at all, under Pick-Sloan. Or can a 
solution best be reached under an agency which 
has the authority, the vision and the ability to 
weigh each conflicting use of water for what it 
is worth in view of the limited supply? 

MVA would be such an agency. Mr. Hardin 
is correct in saying it would not be a panacea. 
Nothing would be a panacea. But the present 
arrangement is quackery, where MVA would be 
helpful medicine. If the relative merits of 
the Pick-Sloan “fake MVA” and a real MVA 
as to solution of water conflicts are all that is 
holding Mr. Hardin back from wholehearted 
support of the genuine article, he need worry 
no longer.

It is only a little more than three years 
since the death of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and yet the literature about him is grow- 
ing so rapidly that it has already surpassed 
that concerning most of our Presidents.

In the first, a young assistant professor 
of history at Columbia University examines 
10 American political leaders, plus the 
founding fathers, before he takes up F.D.R.

A feature of the scene -is Smugglers’ Notch, 
perhaps 30 miles south of the Canadian border. 
The local story is that old-time hustlers of 
dutiable goods hid their contraband in the rocks 
of this tight cleft, beneath a frowning granite 
cliff. The smooth-surfaced back-country road 
climbs steeply to 2162 feet altitude through this 
pass. “Notch” is the regional term, by the way, 
not “pass,” just as in New Hampshire. Vermont 
also has another special geographical term of 
less obvious derivation—‘gulf” for a canyon or 
marrow valley. 
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THE RIDE on the chair lift is uncanny. There 
fs a heavenly stillness, save for the usual mur- 
murs of the forest and a hum of the cable over- 
heaa. Now, one dangles his feet 15 to 25 feet 
over the forest floor; in winter, skiers some- 
times drag their waxed boards in the deep 
drifted snow. The ride is a thrill, but from the 
scenic sense, not as a bold physical adventure. 
The 86 chairs suspended from the cable Move 
steadily around the circuit. It takes 15 to 18 
minutes to ride each way in summer and 
autumn, but in winter, with hordes of impatient 
skiers, the trip is shortened to 10 or 12 minutes. 

Vertically, the lift is 2030 feet; on the sloping 
mountainside the ride each way is 6330 feet. The 
site is a state forest. The lift was built in 1940 
by a private company. For safety’s sake the 
cable was replaced recently at a cost of about 
$13,000 for one long twisted wire, Coating a rope 
base, with a single splice. 

They charge $1.25 for a round trip, but enthu- 
siasts can buy an annual pass for about $85. 
Not far away there is a $2 toll road, a four and 
one-half mile, low-gear climb to the top of 
Mount Mansfield, where there is a small and 
simple lodge, anchored to the rocks by cable. 
At the foot of Smugglers’ Notch there is, how- 
ever, what you might call a topnotch lodge.

Souped Up Galesworthy 


Twentieth Century-Fox, which filmed John Galsworthy’s 
_moted play, “ESCAPE,” in England with a British cast, has 
shown it is possible to take an episodic social drama’ of this 
sort. Inject a strong action and romantic line into it, and, far 

from blurring fts message, to project it« 
meaning even more sharply. The movie is 
currently at the ST. LOUTS. 

Using an embittered escaped convict as 
his protagonist, Galsworthy studied the reac 
tions of those persons the fugitive met dur- 
ing his flight, dividing them inte the smugly 
righteous and those with compassion for the 

quarry. It ended with the convict giving himself up to save a 
troubled country parson the necessity of tying to protect him, 
with the reflection that while one might escape a prison, one 
cannot escape one's inner self. To give his convict the au. 
dience’s sympathy, Galsworthy made him not an ordinary thug, 
but the principal of a celebrated case, in which a man of 
breeding, an_ex-army captain, accidentally killed a detective 
with a blow in a scuffie while protesting against an unfair 
arrest of a prostitute. 

Screenwriter Philip Dunne and Director Joseph Mankiewics 
have used this framework, but have injected into it a relent- 
Jess chase of the convict over the misty moors surrounding 
Dartmoor prison and telescoped two of the women who helped 
the convict into the character of a girl who falls in love with 
him. While some purists may object to these devices as the usual 
cheapening movie dodges, I think they've helped considerably. 
and as a movie, “Escape,” would have been rather dull, talky 
and static without them. As it is, Dunne has followed the 
spirit of the play, adding some ironies of his own. The girl 
ig made one of good family, trying to escape poverty by marry- 
ing a man she doesn’t love. The convict convinces her she is 
‘Merely trading one sort of poverty for another. After crash- 
ing an airplane im a desperate attempt to get off to France, 
the convict hops aboard a truck, only to find it is taking 
‘him back to the prison. The inspector leading the hunt finds 
some of the “honest” persons aiding him more distasteful than 
the convict. ¢ 

Rex Harrison, always a capadle actor. gives a strong per- 
formance as the convict. Peggy Cummins makes a apirited 
heroine, and William Hartnell « believable inspector. There 
is some good character casting, and convincing background. 

The co-feature, an English (Alexander Korda) production 
of Tolstoy's novel, “ANNA KARENINA.” does not come off 
nearly as well. None of the power of Tolstoy's study of the 
erushing of a sensitive woman bw the disapproval of the hide. 
hound society whose conventions she defied is brought to bear. 
Instead it seems a rather dul! account of an unhappy adulter- 
@us affair. Vivien Leigh. essaying the role of Anna which 
Garbo did twice with such success, proves herself without the 
tragic depth so necessary to give the role meaning. She is 
competent enough in more facile and surface parts, but I'm 
afraid sadly lost here. As her lover, Kieron Moore is merely a 
pretty-boy type. Ralph Richardson almost compensates for 
these deficiencies with a masterful portrayal of the husband.

A Staff Correspondent of the 


NEW YORK, Sept. 16. 

T. LOUIS singer and enter- 

tainer Ruth Petty didn't jein 

the Navy but she certainly has 
seen the world. A veteran of six 
tours with the U.S.O, Ruth trav- 
eled the world for more than four 
years putting joy and laughs into 
the lives of our troops in both the 
European and Pacific war the- 
aters.
